Hi Don, 

My Warbler runs right at 3 W to a dummy load when using a freshly charged 
gel-cel. To get on the air I use a horizontal loop cut roughly for 40 
meters. It's fed at its very highest point - 18 feet :%)) - with 450 
window line. About 25 feet of that line, thence a balun made from RG-58 
wound on a 2 inch ferrite, thence about 10 feet of RG-58 through the eave 
and wall to an MFJ-971 tuner. I can get almost a perfect 1:1 match as 
read on the tuner's cross-needle meter, with the forward power indication 
at about 3 W. 


>I just think your transmit signal should be getting out better than 
>it is. 


Yep, I thought so too, but I must admit mine is a pretty poor 
transmitting antler for 80 meters. The balun may very well be a culprit - 
not being very efficient or effective down on 80. 


>Obviously there must be nothing wrong with your warbler's 
>receiver! 


I did do the mod to the Warbler RX, putting a pot at R17 so as to squeeze 
a little more gain out of the receiver. Most stuff that the K2 hears I 
can also hear on the Warbler. Of course on 80 the atmospheric noise sets 
the limits. 


Next time I think I'll try Dave's suggestion and run from a 15 V supply 
and see what happens

My Warbler is pretty flat in TX output from 3580.4 to 3580.8, giving 3.24 
W into a 50 ohm dummy load when on the gel cel, and 4.41 W when on a 15 V 
supply. It's down 1 db at 3580.2 and 3581.0, and down better than 3 db by 


3580.0 and 3581.1 In addition, the output signal is "less pretty" above 
3581.0 I think that's where opposite sideband supression begins to 
suffer. These power numbers are by measuring Vpp with a 50MHz scope and 
10x probe. (Vpp%2 / 400)

>best and maybe we can center our future Wednesday nights on the best 
>frequency for everyone. 


I'd vote for 3580.6 :%)) and suggest someone with a very stable TX 
serve as the "NCS" and we'd all lock on to that frequency to keep from 
drifting down. Your Warbler ought to serve admirably. The Warbler is 
pretty rock solid, just need to turn on DigiPan's TX Lock feature. W1AW's 
sigs stayed right where they were supposed to be on the waterfall all 
evening.

Paul - Good thoughts. Unfortunately the "capture area" of an antenna is 
directly related to its gain, and not its physical size. So antennas of the 
same directionality (roughly speaking gain) have the same capture area, 
regardless of the physical size. 


There is some lore about the superior performance of large physical sizw 
(for their gain) colinear and rhombic antennas. I think that these are 
mostly anecdotal and have little basis in fact. Although, in principal, a 
large antenna could have some advantange with respect to fading, the size of 
colinears and rhombics is much smaller than the size of the irregularities 
in the ionosphere and atmoshpere that cause fading. 


In addition, there are few, if any VHF sttions using colinear anrennas, and 
rhombics have largely been replaaced by log periodics and fixed wire arrays. 


I think that dBs are pretty much the same. - Dr. Megacycle (Dr. MHz to those 
of you who are post SIU)

Toward that end I've been working on a little program to do just that - 
copy Morse Code and display timing statistics (min, max, and average length 


of dits, dahs, and the various space types) on exit. It requires the key to 
be connected to an available serial port. I made it to practice with a 
Vibroplex bug I've acquired recently. 


I've built a simple tone decoder circuit to use with it, mainly to test it 
on WLAW code practice runs. (I downloaded audio files of the practice runs 
from arrl.org - there's no way this tone decoder is selective enough for 
on-the-air decoding.) It seems to keep up with W1AW well, although with the 
Farnsworth spacing used on the 5 WPM run it wants to insert a word space 
between each letter. On the other runs up through 40 WPM it copies perfectly.

Cebik recommends the same set up as you ... he outlines his reasons in *Top 
Band Anthology, pp. 19-33, and at http://www.cebik.com/88.html . I plan on 
putting up exactly this antenna, but feed from the base of the mast to the 
shack with coax. The coax will go through a 1:1 balun and then to the 
ladder line feeding the doublet. This is to minimize rf in the shack. 


Cebik also sets forth designs for multiple doublets in an array 
configuration to minimize the nulls in a particular direction. Super if you 
have the real estate. Estimates are 100x175 ft., or approximately a suburban 
lot. To me, the trick (and value) to wires is the "omni" pattern. If you 
can control where nulls and lobes are placed, you can reach a much broader 
audience!

It is like the internet -- cheaper and (usually) more efficient than a 
verbal group live discussion. 


Mostly, the appeal is similar to the appeal of ballooning or sailing or 
bicycling.

I suspect the answer for most 
is that once you learn how, it is much more relaxing and satisfying than 
alternatives, as well as being more resource conscious (i.e., cheaper all 
around!).

I use that setup, Marty, in the manner of a 12-volt UPS to avoid powerline 
interruptions from generating transients that damage the rigs. 


I have an Astron VS-35M supply that feeds the Kachina 505 and the 
IC-756PRO. I have it connected through a 20-amp breaker to a 110 Ah RV 
battery. The Astron is set for about 14 volts. This is enough to maintain a 
small positive charging current and is no problem for either rig since they 
are rated for up to 16 volts. 


The problem with this setup is two-fold. First, what happens to the battery 
if the power supply should crow-bar for any reason? It will be damaged by 
excesSive current, for as long as the crowbar lasts. The effect could be 
catastrophic so a fuse or breaker is mandatory. Second, what happens to the 
battery and the supply when the line power goes off? The battery will try 
to feed current back to the supply through the pass transistors and 
possibly damage them in the process. There is a modification for the Astron 
supplies to avoid damage in this case to the main voltage regultor chip but 
nothing to protect the pass transistors. 


The solution to all these problems, which I must admit I have not yet fully 
implemented, is to use the power supply to charge the battery through a 
fuse or breaker and a diode which will block current from the battery to 
the supply. Then the load is taken from the battery through a suitable fuse 
or breaker. The supply is set up to enough higher voltage to allow for the 
diode drop and provide the battery with a trickle charge. In this system, 
the battery is the primary source of load current, although of course, some 
load current will be drawn from the supply depending upon the various 
terminal voltages, etc. 


Presently, I have only a breaker between the supply and the battery and 
have all load connected to the supply. I ran this arrangement with a 14 Ahr 
gelcell for about 2 years and never had a problem, but I can see good 
engineering reasons for the diode and added fusing. 


Effecitvely, adding a battery converts your supply into a 13.8 - 14.0 volt 
UPS for your battery-operated equipment. It also provides for emergency 
operation in the event of a line power failure. I have my battery ina 
standard RV battery box sitting on a concrete block outside the shack wall 
with a cable running into the shack and the supply. I strongly advise 
against locating the battery inside the shack - too much danger of hydrogen 
accumulation and an explosion, plus stinking up the place! <:t

Marty, 


Check out the discharge/charge voltage characteristic under the appropriate 
disch/chrg current and you will determine the voltage swing expected under 
normal operation. Then factor in line voltage drops and switching 
transients likely to occur with high current battery chargers. I think I 
would try for an efficient battery charger with battery protection circuitry 
on the source side and a dc/dce voltage regulator on the load side to be 
certain that valuable electronics aren't hi-potted or voltage starved under 
a variety of battery charge conditions. Consider switched mode for the 
charger side and a combination of switched and linear for the load side. A 
don't forget to separate the battery from the load with line fuses. A deep 
cycle battery can supply hundreds of amps into a short circuit, more than 
enough to melt wire. 


Of course if you are only going to discharge a few amps per hour, the 100+ 
AH battery will serve quite nicely as a stand-alone supply for at least 
24-hours of continuous use. Trouble is, the discharge voltage will droop 
from 12 volts down to 9v. Can your equipment handle this?

The recent discussions of grounding, etc., here got me thinking. I know my 300' 
loop picks up a lot of static electricity. I have seen it jump 1/2" from the loose 
end of a 

feeder, when I have disconnected them. 


I ground the loop with a BIG Navy Knife switch. (It's about 10" long and mounted 
on ceramic insulators 3" high). I have it mounted outside the shack, where the 
feeders 

enter. 


I dug around in ye olde junque box, and found a couple of old fashioned RF chokes. 
I imagine about 2.5 mh. I dipped them twice in marine varnish to weatherproof, 
then 

connected them from each side of the feeder to ground, at the big switch. 


Voila, no more static electricity, and the antenna still tunes the same. May be my 


imagination, but it seems quieter, but signals still good.

There are several circuits in the literature which will turn a charger on 
and off to maintain the voltage you desire. 

Personally, I would not want to leave a high current charger on all the 
time, even at a low voltage setting. The charger wastes power unnecessarily. 
With a 100 AHr battery, you should be able to operate a 100 watt rig for 
several hours without appreciable voltage drop, and then a simple circuit 
could turn on the power supply if needed, which would bring the voltage back 


up, and recharge the battery at the same time. Running on 12 volts as opposed 
to 13.5 for some rigs is a serious drop in output, but on many it is hardly 
noticeable. How does yours respond? 


The battery life before charging all depends upon the load and the duty 
cycle of your normal operating scheme. For Field day, we can run one (deep 
cycle battery) down in a few hours, but under normal operation, we can easily 
last a week before needing to recharge. 

I use a cheap "Battery Maintainer" from Harbor Freight to supplement my 
solar power source, when conditions are marginal here in the northwest-often 
the case. 

It supplies up to 500ma, and has a regulator to keep the charging voltage 
below 13.5 volts, so it is effectively a low power battery charger.

Cebik also sets forth designs for multiple doublets in an array 
configuration to minimize the nulls in a particular direction. Super if you 
have the real estate. Estimates are 100x175 ft., or approximately a suburban 


lot. To me, the trick (and value) to wires is the "omni" pattern. If you 
can control where nulls and lobes are placed, you can reach a much broader 
audience!

Hi All, 


I spent the last 11 1/2 years of my working days getting paid to play with solar 
powered equipment. This was located on mountain tops all over the west. Here 
is what I did to solve the problems with parallel connected batteries. 


Use diodes to isolate them! 4 diodes will take care of two batteries. Before 
doing that we often had one battery go bad and take the other one with it. 
After installing the diodes we never again had any equipment go down due to a 
bad battery. 


The batteries were all lead acid but of various types. Some were the old plate 
types, others were gel and at the last we even tried some of those that had some 


kind of matting looking "stuff" inside! All were around 120 ah and deep cycle. 
Cost of each battery was around $125 new. 


We didn't need to draw much current at any one time so we were able to get by 
with 4004's. To make up for the voltage drop we used adjustable charge 
regulators and took care of that. The regulators had a name something like ASA 
and cost about $65 for a 10 amp size. One solar panel (65w or 75w) took care of 
each pair of batteries. We could survive several days of no charge and still 
stay operational. 


When solar panels get covered with several inches of ice they don't work as well 
as they do when more or less clean! And there are many days in a row when the 
sun never comes out and that also cuts down on the amount of charge we would 
get. The cheap solution to keep things working was to change from one 48 ah 
battery to two 120 ah batteries! :-) 


Ahhhhh, low tech, you just gotta love it's simplicity! 
OK, back in my hole.....
